London, Oct, 16. 

A United States demand 
that Britain should continue 
paying half the cost of the oc- 
cupntion of: the Anglo-Amer|- 
can Zones in Germany, includ- 
ing dollar costs, until Dee, 31 
thin year, has cauned qa crisis 
for the British delegation now 
negotiating on the question of 
the occupatjon costs of the 
Zones in Washington. 

Sir William Strang, head of 
the British delegation, has_re- 
ferred the request to the For-' 
eign Office in Londun, where 
a spokesman deacribcé the 
move as perfectly normal and 
denied emphatically thet a 
dendlock had been reached in 
the Washington talks. 

The British delegation in 
Washington, it was understood, 
had hoped to secure an ar- 
rangement by which the pres 
sent dollar drain falling on 
Britain through German oc- 
cupation costs would come to 
an end: by Oct, 31 at the latest. 

Agreement — is reported, 
mennwhile, to hnve been reach- 
ed between the British and 
United States representatives 
in.Germany ‘on the setting up 
of the first German manage 
ment board for the Ruhr coal
